Three-black-anchor broadcast 
draws angry callers at WCMH

If we reperted tat Columbus is a unt 
quely Ameriean city, most readers would 
fail to see ‘any particular genius in that 
observation. As a matter of fact, Colum 
bus js a city with skyscrapers, bustling 
suburbs, and yes, racism 

That's what thrée African American 
news anchors and the rest of the news 
operation at WCMH-TV Channel 4 
recently found out when the three were 
cast side by side for three or four 
telecasts last week. Some of the calls the 
station received about the broadcasts 
were from curious viewers who wondered 
if their usual anchors were being 
replaced 

Some of the calls came from other 
viewers who took the curiosity a step 
farther. They insisted that WCMH-TV was 
catering to black and liberal interests in 
the city by casting the news show with 
three African Americans 

“| was taken aback by some of the 
calls," said Patrick Benedict, senior 
producer at Channel 4. "We were not 
trying to posture. Because of vacations 
and such, we used the best people we 
had available. Some people took 
umbrage to our decision." 

The African American threesome in 
cluded Jim Scott, a co-anchor of the 
Station's sunrise and noon newscasts 
Kelly Jackson, a general assignment 
reporter new-to Columbus from Waterloo 
lowa; and Bob Nunnally, part+time 
weatherman with the station 

The station received some 20 calls 
over the period of time in question and 
the whole affair left Benedict pensive but 
determined "You'll always find crack pots 
and idiots in every market.

He cited instances at 
Channel 6 during which African 
American anchors Charlene 
Brown and Mike Stevens received 
similar calls during their joint 
broadcasts. He also cited 
newscasts of several years ago 
during which Karen Massie and 
Mike Jackson received similar 
calls 

“People have got to get used to 
seeing more African Americans on 
their screens," Perkins said.

The of- 
fice was previously held by Booker 
Tall, who had stepped down be- 
cause of health reasons 

She asked the governor for time 
to think about it, but that request 
was not granted. Although several 
other names had been considered, 
“the governor said to me that | was 
the only person he-felt comfortable 
with to make this the premier pro- 
gram in the nation." 


Dear Editor, 

| feel compelled to address a 
number of issues raised in the story 
"Justice is not blind, Black families 
claim" which appeared on the front 
page of your June 17, 1993 issue 

The article discussed two cases 
over which | presided in which the 
prosecution requested that the 
juveniles be tried as adults, The 
article suggested that the different 
outcomes in the cases were the 
result of racism, since | permitted 
an African American child involved 
in the murder of a white man to be 
tried as an adult but did not do so 
in the case of a white child involved 
in the death of a Black man 

First, the article contains a 
serious inaccuracy which should 
be corrected before a discussion of 
the underlying issue can take 
place. The article states, referring 
to the young man who was tried as 
an adult and his co-defendants, 
that Judge Solove sentenced all 
four boys to an adult facility. The 
trial, conviction and sentencing of 
these young men took place in the 
General Division of the Common 
Pleas Court, not in the Juvenile 
County over which | preside 
Another judge found them guilty of 
the offenses with which they were 
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And that, Harper said, is her “ul- 
timate goal for the State of Ohio's 
EOC program" -- a recognition of 
the program as one of the nation’s 
best. But she is coming into the post 
at a time when the program is under 
fire 

At the time of Tall’s departure, it 
was learned that the office was 
being investigated by the State 
Highway Patrol, at the request of 
the administration. Allegations had 
been raised regarding program 
mismanagement and questionable 
practices in the certification of

Since Tall’s June 14 departure, 
the State Auditor and the Inspector 
General have joined the Highway 
Patrol in investigating the EOC 
Harper has instructed staff to 
cooperate with the investigations.

n a reasoned and sensible decision, the U.S, 

Supreme Court has sent a message to those who 

would use the cover of the First Amendment to 
violently attack minorities and others because of their 
personal bigotry: the law says no. 


‘A unanimous Supreme Court has upheld 
Wisconsin's hate crimes statute -- based on model 
ss rae sponsored by the Anti-Defamation League 
arid enacted in a number of stales, including Ohio 
which enhances the penalty for crimes committed 
specifically because of the race, religion.-or ethnicity of 
the victim 

These—“haie-crimesstatutes,-which had been en 
dangered. by a ruling in 1992 which overturned a St 
Paul, Minnesota law, are now recognized -- and righ}- 
fully so -- not as “criminalizing thought," which the 
Opponents have charged, but as properly using motive 
as a means to punish erime 

it is clear that bigots have-the right, in 4 free sociely 
torbe as bigoted as they wish to be. However, they do 
not have the right to cross the line which separates 
thought, and even expression of that thought, from 
Criminal action, And, once they cross thal line, the

In the wake of its problems, the office has. new 
eadership: Carolyn Harper, who had served for 18 
months as Governor George Voinovich’s executive 
assistant for economic development, will run the EOC

Motive, of course, is the major part of American civil 
rights law. Discrimination. is only illegal based on its 
motive - to deprive certain groups (minorities, women 
members of ethnic or religious minorities) of their rights 
To argue that motive is not part of the civil rights law 
governing hate speech would be to severely wound the 
legal basis. of all civil nghts measures ws 

Ohio Attorney General Lee Fisher, who as a stale 
senator sponsored Ohio's “ethnic intimidation taw and 
has defended it as the state's chief legal officer, called 
the Supreme Court decision “a huge victory." We 
agree, The U.S, Supreme Court has ruled that this 
bigotry, when accompanied by criminal action, is not 
protected by the First Amendment, and that it can be 
punished in the measure it deserves 

In the light of its ruling. it is Clear that the U.S 
Supreme Court will send the Ohio statute -- which had 
been ‘struck down by the Ohio Supreme Court -- back 
for reconsideration. We hope that the Ohio Supreme 
Court will move swiftly to make a ruling which is in line

Serious crime-has declined in Cleveland, also unlike 
the increases others have experienced: And, this has 
occurred despite the Mayor's inability to keep his now- 
infamous campaign promise to put more police on the 
street, While Mayor White cannot be credited with 
winning the war against drugs, he has been a valiant 
soldier in that battle, with his program of boarding up 
drug houses and sometimes even personally assisting 
in street arrests of pushers,One of the brightest ac- 
complishments of the Mayor has been his ability to 
continue the impetus for growth and development in 
Cleveland that began with downtown and has now 
spread {o the neighborhoods, While downtown con- 
struction has continued on the increase with such 
highly visible projects as Society Genter and Gateway, 
housing starts in our city's neighborhoods have quietly 
bul steadily reached unprecedented levels as well, 
Some of our “forgotten” neighborhoods are now featur- 
ing expensive custom-built homes and new retail dis- 
tricts to go with them

IL is an article of faith that tough 
times demand, not only tough 
measures, but tough people. That is 
an axiom which will test the strength, 
independence -- and toughness -- of 
a lady named Carolyn Harper. 

Harper, who formerly served as 
the executive assistant to Governor 
George Voinovich for economic 
development issues. is the new chief 
of the Equal Opportunity Center. She 
replaces Booker Tall, a longtime ® 
Voinovich ally and aide who has” 
been placed on leave due to health reasons. 

At the same time, the office which Tall headed for 2 
1/2 years is now under intense scrutiny by no less than 
three different investigative agencies -- the State 
Auditor, the Inspector General, and the Highway 
Patrol. 

The agencies are sealing records, reviewing per- 
sonnel files, and questioning staff regarding allega- 
tions that minority firms may have been improperly 
certified, and that the office may have improperly used 
temporary workers, among other possible problems 

The challenge that Harper faces is one of restoring 
credibility and the perception of integrity to the EOC, 
which has clearly been damaged merely by the 
presence of the investigations. At the same time, the 
investigations are occurring at a time which could not 
be worse for the state's set-aside program. _ 

The program is currently under attack by State Sen 
Eugene Watts, who has introduced legislation to add 
veterans and women to the state's minority business 
program, and limit any company’s participation in the 
program to five years 

At the same time, several recommendations of 
Governor Voinovich's Operations Improvements Task 
Force could have a direct impact on the programs 
operations, including movements to increase the size 
of some contracts that the state bids, and the placing 
of new restrictions on prospective bidders which could 
limit the capability of small and minority firms to com- 
pete on certain contracts + 

For example, the decision by the state to con- 
solidate its travel purchases with one large vendor 
could have the impact of squeezing out many of the 
small and minority firms which had been doing bust 
ness with the state before 

The effort to ensure that minorities gain their fair 
share of business and professional opportunities in 


government has never been particularly popular. * 


Whether under Democrats or Republicans, there have 
been opponents who have sought to undermine the 
programs, whether directed toward the hiring of 


minorities in state government or the setting aside of 
state contracts for minority businesses, 

Contractor organizations complain about the paper- 
work involved with complying with state requirements, 
and the loss of business due to the increased use of 
minority contractors. And periodically, some ques: 
lionable certification of a minority firm. or the ques- 
tionable award of a contractor to a minority, raise 
challenges to the credibility and integrity of the 
Sk ade 

nd the problems facing the program are not ex- 
clusive to Ohio; in recent years, program ad- 
ministrators in several states have come under fire for 
Questionable practices and investigations have oc- 
curred. Indeed, several years ago, a former U.S 
Department of Labor official, Raymond Donovan, was 
acquitted of charges that he had participated in the 
creation of a fraudulent Minority business company 
owned by a New York State senator 

Of course, the EOC operates more than just the 
set-aside program, The state also mandates that con- 
tractors working on state construction projects hire 
minorities and females into their workforces, Minority 
construction workers around the state have ques- 
tioned whether the state is continuing to aggressively 
enforce the requirements of the state's construction 
compliance program. 

Harper is aware of the challenge she faces. "When 
t wake up in the morning, | am two things: Black and a 
woman," she said, and she remains committed to 
being responsive to those two roles 

And Harper feels she has the support of Governor 
Voinovich in her efforts ft 

"t'm still part of the management team, and part of 
the cabinet,” Harper said. "We have a fairly open line 
of communication, and he's pledged to me his support 
| don't think | can get the job done without it.” 

She -- and her office -- will clearly be under micro- 
scopic scrutiny over the upcoming months, as inves- 
tigations wind down and findings are released. Black 
businesses, tradespersons, and advocates across the 
state are certainly wishing her the best.

Last_Thursday_a_public hearin 
Was held al the stale office bul aa —— 
to hear testimony on the Cleveland 
Clinic Foundation’s (CCF) request 
to open an open heart surgery pro- 
gram at LakeWest Hospital in Wil- 
loughby The hearing was 
requested by Meridia Huron Hospi- 
tal (MHH) which has objected to the 
plan citing a duplication in services 
and a potential loss in their own 
heart surgery program. 

As testintony began the public 
received testimony from Meridia officials and East 
Cleveland Mayor Wallace D. Davis citing the potential 
losses that would be felt by the city and its citizens if 
the program were to be eliminated. David Kantor, 
president of Meridia Huron noted the amount of in- 
digent care the hospital provides to the community, the 
income tax revenue geneftated as the city’s second 
largest employer and the hospital's overall commitment 
to the economically depressed suburb 

The mayor made mention of these same ad- 
vantages along with having a very good working 
relationship with Kantor and his staff at the hospital. 

What was missing inthe beginning was testimony 
from heart surgery patients--someone who has been 
there, to speak on the quality of care and the need or 
lack-thereoflonatacility atLakeWest. pn 

The initial testimony from patients would proffipt one 
totally against the CCF proposal to second guess their 
viewpoint. The testimony noted that there was no 
where in Lake County for these individuals to receive 
treatment. Now | have never walked in the shoes of a 
heart patient but | would believe that it is very discon- 
certing to know that if major surgery is needed you have 
to travel a great distance just for care 

At this point | thought, these people have a point, 
they just want good medical services close to their own 
homés. P 

Betore | could really ponder this tholght long, the 
ugly head of racism roared like a lion in the wilds 
Right after each other two residents of lake county 
began speaking of East Cleveland and Cleveland as 
though only savages live in our communities. The two 
gentlemen would lead you to believe that Lake County 
and cities such as Painesville, Mentor etc. as free of 
crime and as safe as the fictional Mayberry, RFD

Survey after survey lets 
America know that the images that 
Black and white America have of

American parents, Black and 
White, want better schools for their 
children, safe neighborhoods, ade- 
quate health care coverage, a job 
with a future and the prospect ofa 
decent retirement plan. These con- 
cerns do not change because of the 
color of an individual's skin nor

White folks know a few Black 
folks they like, are comfortable with 
and would not mind living next door 
to them. Black folks know a few 
white folks that are decent, not 
overly prejudice and have made an 


honest attempt not to stereotype 
Blacks 

The race issue facing America 
today is more complex than ever. 
When we stop to think about open 
and honest discussions on the sub- 
ject of race, the pre-baby boom 
generation had more open dialogue 
and made greater progress. 

This was really brought home as 
| reread a paper written by J. Roth 
Crabbe (now deceased), Crabbe: 
was one of the founding fathers of 
our law firm. We had many discus- 
sions concerning race. One day he 
gave me the following article that he 
had written as a sophomore in col- 
lege (some 60 years ago) for socio!- 
ogy 402, entitled "Where Men Are 
Free And Equal": 

| suppose nearly every white 
American will deny that he has any 
race prejudice, yet he will admit 
having knowledge that such a thing 
does exist. The ordinary northerner 
will say, “we have nothing against 
the negro; he. votes up here and 
rides on the same cars with us, 
down south is where he.doesn't get 
a square deal." 

The southerner takes the pater- 
nal attitude toward the negro. He 
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enemy in the political arena... and 
that the sides can quickly change, 
given the right set of disappointing 
circumstances. 

Lest he forget, he was not 
elected by overwhelming 
popularity; but by his promises to 
bring about CHANGE. Change 
comes with an expensive price tag 
and is individually relevant, It must 
first start with the individual and en- 
compass others. 

Everybody talking about change 
don't want change. Making things 
better for some, means making 
things worse for others. Leveling 
ut the riches of this land that all can 
receive a basic share of its health 
and wealth is going to be hard social

HIV (Human Immunodeficiency 
Virus) infection has emerged as a 
leading cause of death among 
young adults in U.S. cities and 
States.

in five states (New York, New Jer- 
sey, California, Florida and Mas- 
sachusetts). In young women, HIV 
infection was not the leading cause 
of death in any of the states. In U.S. 
cities (with at least 100,000 popula- 
tion), HIV infection was the leading 
cause of death among young men 
in 64 cities, with the proportion of 
deaths due to HIV ranging from 18 
percent in Bridgeport, Conn. to 81 
percent in San Francisco, Calif. HIV 
infection was the leading cause of 
death in women in nine U.S. cities 

In Columbus, 21 percent of the 
total deaths in men ages 25 to 44 


were caused by HIV infection. The 
remaining causes of death in this 
age group of young men were can- 
cer (14 percent), homicide (12 per- 
cent), injury (12 percent), heart 
disease (11 percent), and suicide

Syndrome (AIDS) has emerged as 
a leading cause of death, particular- 
ly in young men across the U.S. and 
in Columbus. The result has been a 
significant loss to the community. 
which both saddens and concerns 
local public health officials. 

"Today, HIV infection is prevent- 
able. Most of the persons whose 
deaths were reported in this study 
became infected before HIV was 
recognized and didnt have the in- 
formation on how to protect them- 
selves," said Health Commissioner 
Bill Myers 

This study emphasizes the con- 
tinued need for HIV prevention and 
awareness and counseling and 
testing efforts. Many community 
agencies, as well as the Columbus 
Health Department, have vigorous 
educational efforts aimed at teens 
and young adults. 

"This information will not be a 
surprise to many in Columbus," 
noted Teresa Long, M.D., Health 
Department medical director. "The 
Community Health Assessment 
Mortality released in March of 1992 
showed that HIV was the leading 
cause of mortality of young adult 
men.'

Fed Up With Guns

Every four hours in America, a 
Black child is murdered, a young 
Black adult is murdered’and a white 
child dies from firearms 

Every. six hours in America, a 
Black child dies from firearms, a 
white child is murdered and a young 
white adult is murdered 

In 1990, two out of five Black 
male high schoo! students reported 
Carrying a weapon -- more than half 
of them firearms -- in the previous 
month 

Guns and violence obviously 
aren't just "a Black thang," but our 
community is suffering so greatly 
that we need to stop whatever we're 
doing and pay attention. We're in 
danger of becoming our own worst 
enemy; more young Black. men die 
from homicide each year than we 
lost in all the horrible decades of 
lynching 

When it comes to the harm that 
guns are causing our children, our 
youths, our families and our com- 
munities, the alarms are sounding 


~oud and ctear: Something has got 
“to change 


A new survey by Louis Harris of 
LH Research shows that more 
Americans are supporting 
measures to limit gun violence. In- 
terviews with a cross-section of 
Americans revealed that 77 percent 
of adults believe young people's 
safety is endangered by all the guns 
that are around and only 29 percent 


feel that most children are safe from + 


violence in the schools 

When asked how much the 
availibility of guns have contributed 
to the epidemic of violence that is 
engulfing all of America, 61 percent 
nationwide Say “a gréat deal” and 
20 percent say "somewhat." 

The strongest feelings about the 
relationship of guns and violence 
came from women, Blacks, Latinos 
and parents of children under 18 
years of age. However, even 41 
percent of all National Rifle Associa- 
tion (NRA) members say they 
believe guns have contributed to 
the violence in our world today. 

How bad is it? The Harris survey 
tells us that 

* Eighteen percent of all adults 
20 percent of all parents and 30 
percent of Blacks report having had 
or knowing someone who had ‘a 
child who was wounded or killed by 
another child who had a gun," 

* Fifteen percent of all adults, 19 
percent of all parents, 22 percent of 
Latinos and 33 percent of Blacks 
report "knowing a child who was so 
worried that he or she got a gun for 
self-protection," 

* Fully 91 percent of all adults 
and 92 percent of parents feel that 
there is "more violence in the 
schools than when they were grow 
ing up." 

* Fourteen percent of all adults, 
16 percent of all parents and 20 
percent of Black report knowing "a 
child who was found playing with a 
gun that was loaded,” 

* Thirteen percent of adults, 14 
percent of all parents and 23 per-

centof Black report knowing “a child 
who accidentally shot himself or 
herself with a gun." 

These numbers are just the tip of 
the iceberg; the situation is growing 
worse by the day. The good news is 
that attitudes about guns and 
violence are changing. Americans 
of all kinds, especially Blacks and 
Latinos, are more interested than 
ever in gun control measures 

In the past, the opponents of gun 
control seemed to have the 
dominant voice. But, according to 
the Harris survey, more Americans 
of all kinds -- even National Rifle 
Association (NRA) members -- 
recognize the urgency of the situa- 
tion and support some form of gun 
control ' 

Whites tend to be evenly divided 
in-terms_ofthe political. impact of 
gun control, but the Blacks -and 
Latinos surveyed favored gun con- 
trol 12 to. one 

Guns are making people afraid 
inside of their homes and terrified to 
venture outside -- to work, to school 
orto play. The bullets that fly around 
the streets of urban communities 
create virfual war zones for the 
people who live there. Many 
children are dropping out of school 
because they fear for theirlives. 

There aré no easy answers or 
instant solutions to. issues as com- 
plex as these. But one conclusion is 
indisputable: we must do some- 
thing and we must act NOW. We 
must search for and try those 
measures that have the potential to 
stop this. epidemic of gun-related 
violence and restore some 
measure of sanity to our homes, our 
schools, our streets and our lives 

We don't need a survey to tell us 
we're in trouble. But we'll need to 
work together, among ourselves 
and with others, to stop the mad- 
ness. We need to raise our voices 
in concern and commit to taking the 
actions that can make.a difference. 

They say that violence is as 
American as apple. pie. This pie is 
rotting and it’s poisoning us all, Let's 
trade it in for something that will 
nourish, rather than destroy, us all

These tales all point out the 
yuppie parental disease that now 
plagues the United States of 
America. A Caucasian Minnesota 
babyboomer mother offers some 
insights on America's parental 
Style that deserves pondering. 
Shé contends that babyboomers 
are suffering from "Terminal 
Adolescence.” 


This mother believes "yuppies

want to be kids." She says 
babyboomers have a laissez-faire 
attitude, take great pride in their 
liberalism, and have forgotten 


about the importance of discipline 
when dealing with children 

This Minnesota mother char- 
ges that babyboomers are “afraid 
to say 'no” to their children, She 
summed up her feelings on the 
scourge of babyboomer liberalism 
by saying, "They give their 
children raed but they give 
them nothing!" 


A supermarket chat with three 
African-American fathers, in their 
late 40's and early 50's in Wil- 
mington, Delaware, revealed a 
similar feeling. These gents felt 
that modern parents have gotten 
out of the business of disciplining 
children an each father had a war 
Story to share or how his parents 
never tolerated any foolishness 


One chap said his mother once 
took him back to aconcern to chal- 
lenge something he. purportedly 
had done wrong. He felt good 
watching her defend his case. 
When he got home she smacked 
his head and proceeded to tan his 
hide. He recounted having been 
perplexed, saying, "| thought she 
was on my side,” 


On the question of harsh 
parental discipline viewed by 
today's standards, all of these 
African-American fathers agreed 
that their parents would have 
been in court or jail for child abuse 
Yet African-American males 
without a criminal record are pe- 
coming an endangered species 


| asked, “Have you gentleman 
ever been to jail?" "No!" replied 
each of these African-American 
fathers. 


Parental discipline is a lost art 
that needs reincarnating in 
mainstream American. Further- 
more , mainstream parental 
caring will stem. a great deal of 
crime because it rekindies respect 
for authority and other people’s 
rights 

} hope America develops dis- 
dain for the current national 
psyche expressed by our Min- 
nesota mother in her closing com- 
ments on babyboomers: “We 
want to be forever young! We 
want everything now!”

When discrimination is made obvious in the 
marketplace, the whole of the nation seems to 


ake notice of what blacks know and take for 
ow Recent complaints of discrimination at 

Nny's and Shoney's restaurants have become 
issues on the front pages of America's major 
newspapers. U.S. Department of Justice consent 
decrees with these companies have made private 
sector racism a reality for people of the nation to 
see and contemplate. 
But, the heads of these and other members of 

rate America, are rallying to overcome the 
ism within their lower ranks. Shoney's has set 
up a $60 million deal with the Southem Christian 
Leadership Confernece (SCLC). The Nashville- 
based chain will get help from the SCLC in obtain- 
ing more African American managers, community 
Outreach opportunities, suppliers and franchise 
owners for the Shoney's chain, 

Denny's, which is part of TW Services head- 
quartered in Spartanburg, South Carolina, is inthe 
process of making a similar pact, totaling millions 
of dollars, with the NAACP. 

The nature of the complaints against Denny's 
and Shoney’s, and their responses, have pointed 
but the broader case of racism that is in much of 
America, and its corporate sector. Always an issue 
just below the surface in America, these incidents 
give blacks the legitimate opportunity to illustrate 
its existence: 

A recent study released by the United Nations 
reveals that blacks in America “participates so 
little in the benefits of the U.S. society and 
@conomy that their quality of life is significantly 
below that of whites." Ranked 31st in the world, 
African American life is on par with Third World 
countries, while whites, when ranked alone, have 
the world's best standard of living. 

“Contrary to what many people believe, there 
is still serious discrimination in this country," says 
Ralph Neas, executive director of the Leadership 
Conference on Civil Rights. Bolstering the black 
cry of "institutional racism" in America, Neas said, 
"there is little fear on the part of businesses that if 
they discriminate, the federal government will do 
anything about it." 

In the Shoney's case, the company had to pay 
out $105 million because their corporate dis- 
crimination actions came directly from the top. 
Raymond Dariner, who co-founded the chain, was 
accused of using racial slurs and reprimanding 
restaurant managers who hired too many blacks. 
Earlier this year, baseball's Marge Schott, mil- 
lionaire automotive dealer and owner of the Cin- 
cinnati Reds, was suspended from the sport for

USA Today's report on discrimination also il- 
lustrates that such complaints abound among the 
nation's major businesses. Holiday Spa Fitness 
Centers paid $10 million to settle a suit accusing 
them of charging black higher rates and claiming 
to have no vacancies. Blacks also were asked to 
pay the price of membership while. whites were 
given financing terms. 

St. Louis’ Mark Adams Hotel had a boycott by 
black lawyers on its hands before the hotel con- 
ceded to an apology and commitment to create a 
local task force to monitor minority hiring. A 
California chain, called the Red Onion, paid 
$15,000 each fo 23 blacks, Hispanics and Arab- 
Americans..who. claimed they had been denied 
entry to dining rooms “ 3 ;

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State awards $234 million to MBEs in fiscal year ’93 


During the first nine months of fiscal 
year 1993, July 1, 1992 to March 31, 
1993, the state of Ohio’s expenditures 
and awards with Minority Business 
Enterprises (MBEs) for goods and ser- 
vices, prime contract construction and 
sub-contract construction totaled $234.8 
million, a $6.7 million, or a 2.9 percent, 
increase over the first nine months of 
fiscal year 1992. 

This report comes from a quarterly 
document issued by the state of Ohio 
Department of Administrative Services 
(ODAS) on the contracting and hiring of 
minorities in various state agencies 
throughout Ohio. 

“The continued increases in the 
amount of business conducted by the 
state of Ohio with MBEs clearly 
demonstrates not only the hard work and 
extraordinary effort put forth by state 
agencies,_boards and commissions in 
identifying opportunities for minority busi- 
nesses, but also that minority businesses 
are taking advantage of those oppor-

1993, prime contract purchases from 
MBEs totaled $196.8 million, -including

Avoid putting home at risk -- 
review insurance coverage 


The Ohio Society of CPAs points out 
that you may risk losing your house and 
its contents from an unexpected gasualty 
if you don't periodically review your 
homeowners. policy. to be suré that: it 
providés adequate, up-to-date coverage. 

To determine if a policy is offering you 
adequate protection at a reasonable 
price, it's important to understand what 
your insurance premium is paying tor--in 
other words, what your policy covers as 
well as what limitations on coverage may 
exist. 

How much coverage do you need? 

As a rule of thumb, it's wise to insure 
your home for at least 80 percent of the 
estimated cost to rebuild it. The assump- 
tion is that since homes are rarely 
destroyed completely, you can obtain 
adequate coverage and save money on 
~ premises if you insure your home for 
ess than it would cost to replace the 
entire structure. 

So, for example, if you bought 80 per- 
cent, or $96,000, worth of coverage on 
your $120,000 home, and the house 
burned to the ground, you would be 
covered for $96,000 worth of damage. 
However, if your home suffered. $20,000 
worth of damage, your policy may cover 
you for the entire amount, not just 80 
percent of the claim. 

Be aware that if you insure your home 
for less than 80 percent of its replacement 


- value, your insurance carrier may also 


deduct depreciation from your loss.

since you purchased your home ten years 
ago, you may find that your home is un-

their homes in the California fires last year 
learned too late that their insurance 
premiums hadn't been adjusted to keep 
up with rising home values and the in- 
creasing costs of the labor and materials 
necessary to replace damaged dwellings. 

As a result, many people who thought 
they would be reimbursed for 80 percent 
of the replacement costs of their homes 
learned that their policies actually 
covered much less than that, 

One way to avoid this situation is to opt 
for a policy that covers 100 pércent of the 
replacement cost of your home. You can 
also get an inflation guard with policy. This 
means the insurance company will auto- 
matically raise your coverage !imits--and 
your premiums--to keep up with rising 
prices.

ditionally, it may cover the con- 
tents of your home up to certain 
limits for certain perils. 


However, if you live in an area 
Susceptible to floods and 
earthquakes, damage resulting 
from such occurrences is usually 
not covered in a typical HO-3 
policy.

Columbus being studied 
for hunger among elderly 


Columbus has been selected to 
be one of 16 communities to par- 
ticipate in an in-depth study of 
Senior nutrition and: hunger. The 
survey is designed to find out about 
how older people in Columbus are 
eating and how they feel about 
various food programs. 


At least 700 people will be per- 
sonally interviewed and asked up to 
72 questions about their eating 
habits, how they pay for food, what 
cooking and refrigeration applian- 
ces are in the home, and how they 
shop for groceries. Columbus. was 
chosen in part because of its 
diverse population, and there willbe 
a special effort to reach minority 
seniors 


The study is part of The Urban 
Institute's Hunger Among the Elder- 
ly Project. The Urban Institute is a 
nonprofit organization based in 
Washington, D.C. The project will 
study thousands of aged, poor 
Black Americans to get a picture of 
hunger among the aged in America. 
A national survey recently con- 
ducted by the Institute found that 
1.5 million seniors had to choose 
between buying food.and meeting 
other needs such as buying 
medicine and payingrentin arecent 
six-month period 


"We hope to use this. information 
to help the government and local 
groups provide better services and 
programs for our community's 
seniors," says Geraldine Hayes, 


Columbus Study Group project 
coordinator 


Hayes is the congregate meal 
manager at LifeCare Alliance. Life- 
Care Alliance will lead the study in 
Columbus 


The local areas to be studied, 
Urbancrest, the American Addition, 
Hanford Village and their environs, 
have a high concentration of low 
income older minority residents. 


Volunteers recruited and trained 
by LifeCare Alliance will go to chur- 
ches, community centers, LifeCare 
Dining and Weliness Centers, 
CMACAO satellites and adult day 
care facilities to ask seniors ques- 
tions. The data gathered will 
produce a picture of the food needs 
and program usage of Franklin 
County's older minority population. 
Volunteers from churches and 
human services organizations will 
help with the project by interviewing 
seniors in their areas 


"What we want to learn from this 
project," says Hayes, "is whether 
there are elderly people going 
hungry in Columbus. If they are, 
why? We also need to know if they 
are using the services already avail- 
able." 


LifeCare Alliance has 30 con- 
gregate meal sites for seniors in 
Franklin County, where about a 
thousand Seniors eat lunch every 
week day, Another 2,000 aged, 


handicapped and chronically ill resi- 
dents receive Meals-On-Wheels 
from the agency. 

"There are a lot of reasons why 
people don't eat," says Hayes 
"Sometimes they are simply lonely 
and don't like to eat alone. Some- 
times there really isn't any money 
for food after medicine and housing 
expenses are taken care of. Some 
older people take medicine that can 
interfere with eating. Sometimes it 
makes them sick to mix food with 
medications and too often they 
have developed poor eating habits 
which eventually. lead to poor 
health.” 

Urban Institute researchers will 
combine Columbus data with that of 
15 other communities, including At- 
lanta, San Francisco, St- Louis, 
Chicago, Fort Worth and Albuquer- 
que. This information will give a na- 
tional picture of hunger, food 
access and food insecurity among 
the elderly who may not be reached 
by programs, or for whom programs 
are not doing enough. "We hope to 
use this information to help govern- 
ment and local groups to provide 
better services and programs for 
our community's seniors," says 
Hayes 

The information from the surveys 
will offer a better look at the issue of 
hunger among the elderly from a 
nationwide perspective. It is alSo 
expected to have an impact on the 
government's allocation formula 
which had been changed to the dis- 
advantage of senior citizens recent- 
ly. 


Blacks at-risk for glaucoma 
should have regular eye exams 


Blacks over age 40 and 
everyone over age 60 are at high 
risk of developing glaucoma, ‘a 
sight-threatening eye disease 


But health officials report that 
many people in these high-risk 
groups are not having their eyes 
examined regularly for glaucoma 
and some may be unaware that 
they have the disease and are 
needlessly losing their sight 


Because glaucoma rarely has 
early symptoms, many people with 
the disease first seek treatment 
when their vision has already has 


declined, At this point, the vision 
that is lost cannot be festored. 


If glaucoma is detected and 
treated early in its progression it can 
usually be controlled before serious 
vision loss occurs. That's why, if you 
are at-risk for glaucoma, you should 
have your eyes examined at least 
every two years 


Glaucoma is a chronic eye dis- 
ease that affects an estimated three 
million Americans half of whom do 
not know that they have the dis- 
ease, It occurs when the normal 
fluid pressure inside the eye 
progressively increase, leading to

peripheral vision, 


As the disease worsens, the field 
of vision gradually narrows and 
blindness may result. Although 
vision researchers are uncertain 
why Blacks over age 40 and 
everyone over age 60 are more sus 
ceptible to the disease, they have 
determined some alarming facts 
about glaucoma in these groups. 


* Blacks are five time more likely 
than whites ‘to develop the disease 
* Blacks develop the disease at 
an earlier age, generally around 
age 40, than do whites. The disease 


—atse-tends -to*develop-more-rapidly 


and more severely in Blacks than in 
whites. 

* By age 70, one in 50 whites will 
develop glaucoma. In Blacks, the 
rate is one in eight. 


_The best way to detect glaucoma 
is to have aa eye-6xamination.. The 
testing includes a careful look at the 
eye's interior for early signs of optic 
nerve damage, a test to measure 
pressure within the eye and when 
indicated, a visual field test, which 
can detest early loss of peripheral 
vision. 

Driving Park Vision Center is 
participating in the National Eye 
Health Education Program, a 
nationwide efforts coordinated by 
the Federal government's National 
Eye Institute to prevent blindness 
and educate the public preventive 
eye care.
